US. Senator says war with Iraq 
would mark a frightening policy shift 


ULS. Senator Robert Byrd (D-West 
Virginia) made the following statement 
on the floor of the Senate on Wednesday, 
Feb. 12, 2003. 


TO CONTEMPLATE WAR IS TO THINK 
about the most horrible of human 
experiences. On this February day, 
as this nation stands at the brink of 
battle, every American on some level 
must be contemplating the horrors 
of war. 

Yet, this Chamber is, for the most 
part, silent — ominously, dreadfully 
silent. There is no debate, no discus- 
sion, no attempt to lay out for the 
nation the pros and cons of this par- 
ticular war. There is nothing. 

We stand passively mute in the 
United States Senate, paralyzed by 
our own uncertainty, seemingly 
stunned by the sheer turmoil of 
events. Only on the editorial pages 
of our newspapers is there much 
substantive discussion of the pru- 
dence or imprudence of engaging in 
this particular war 

And this is no small conflagration 
we contemplate. This is no simple 
attempt to defang a villain. No. This 
coming battle, if it materializes, rep- 
resents a turning point in U.S. for- 
eign policy and possibly a turning 
point in the recent history of the 
world. 

This nation is about to embark 
upon the first test of a revolutionary 















doctrine applied in an extraordinary 
way at an unfortunate time. The 
doctrine of preemption — the idea 
that the United States or any other 
nation can legitimately attack a 
nation that is not imminently threat- 
ening, but may be threatening in the 
future — is a radical new twist on 
the traditional idea of self-defense. It 
appears to be in contravention of 
international law and the UN 
Charter. And it is being tested at a 
time of world-wide terrorism, mak- 
ing many countries around the globe 
wonder if they will soon be on our 
— or some other nation’s — hit list. 

High-level Administration figures 
recently refused to take nuclear 
weapons off of the table when dis- 
cussing a possible attack against 
Iraq. What could be more destabiliz- 
ing and unwise than this type of 
uncertainty, particularly in a world 
where globalism has tied the vital 
economic and security interests of 
many nations so closely together? 
There are huge cracks emerging in 
our time-honored alliances, and U.S. 
intentions are suddenly subject to 
damaging, worldwide speculation. 
Anti-Americanism based on mis- 
trust, misinformation, suspicion, and 
alarming rhetoric from U.S. leaders 
is fracturing the once solid alliance 
against global terrorism which exist- 
ed after September 11. 

Here at home, people are warned

tle guidance as to when or where 
such attacks might occur. Family 
members are being called to 
active military duty, with 

no idea of the duration of 

their stay or what hor- 

rors they may face. 

Communities are 

being left with less 

than adequate 

police and fire pro- 

tection. Other 
essential services 
are also short- 
staffed. The 
mood of the 
nation is grim. 
The economy 
is stumbling. 
Fuel prices are 
rising and 
may soon 
spike higher. 

This 
Administration, 
now in power 
for a little over 
two years, must 
be judged on its 
record. I believe 
that that record is 
dismal. 

In that scant two years, 
this Administration has squandered 
a large projected surplus of some 
$5.6 trillion over the next decade and 
taken us to projected deficits as far as 
the eye can see. This 
Administration’s domestic policy 
has put many of our states in dire 
financial condition, under funding 
scores of essential programs for our 
people. This Administration has fos- 
tered policies which have slowed 
economic growth. This 
Administration has ignored urgent 
matters such as the crisis in health 
care for our elderly. This 
Administration has been slow to 
provide adequate funding for home- 
land security. This Administration 
has been reluctant to better protect 
our long and porous borders. 

In foreign policy, this 
Administration has failed to find 
Osama bin Laden. In fact, just yes- 
terday we heard from him again 
marshaling his forces and urging 
them to kill. This Administration 
has split traditional alliances, possi- 
bly crippling, for all time, 
International order-keeping entities 
like the United Nations and NATO. 
This Administration has called into 
question the traditional worldwide 
perception of the United States as 
well-intentioned, peacekeeper. This 
Administration has turned the 
patient art of diplomacy into threats, 


labeling, and name calling of the 
sort that reflects quite poorly on the 
intelligence and 
sensitivity 
of 















our lead- 
ers, and which 

will have consequences for years to 
come. 

Calling heads of state pygmies, 
labeling whole countries as evil, 
denigrating powerful European 
allies as irrelevant-these types of 
crude insensitivities can do our 
great nation no good. We may have 
massive military might, but we can- 
not fight a global war on terrorism 
alone. We need the cooperation and 
friendship of our time-honored 
allies as well as the newer found 
friends whom we can attract with 
our wealth. Our awesome military 
machine will do us little good if we 
suffer another devastating attack on 
our homeland which severely dam- 
ages our economy. Our military 
manpower is already stretched thin 
and we will need the augmenting 
support of those nations who can 
supply troop strength, not just sign 
letters cheering us on. 

The war in Afghanistan has cost 
us $37 billion so far, yet there is evi- 
dence that terrorism may already be 
starting to regain its hold in that 
region. We have not found bin 
Laden, and unless we secure the 
peace in Afghanistan, the dark dens 
of terrorism may yet again flourish 
in that remote and devastated land. 





Pakistan as well is at risk of desta- 
bilizing forces. This Administration 
has not finished the first war against 
terrorism and yetitiseagerto | 
embark on another conflict with 
perils much greater than those in 

Afghanistan. Is our 
attention span 
that short? Have 
we not learned 
that after win- 
ning the war 
one must 
always secure 
the peace? 
And yet we 
hear little 
about the after- 
math of war in 
Iraq. In the 
absence of 
plans, specu- 
lation abroad 
is rife. Will 
we seize 
Iraq's oil 
fields, 
becoming 
an occupy- 
ing power 
which 
controls 
the price and 
supply of that nation’s oil 
for the foreseeable future? To 
whom do we propose to hand the 
reigns of power after Saddam 
Hussein? - 

Will our war inflame the Muslim 
world resulting in devastating 
attacks on Israel? Will Israel retaliate 
with its own nuclear arsenal? Will 
the Jordanian and Saudi Arabian 
governments be toppled by radicals, 
bolstered by Iran, which has much 
closer ties to terrorism than Iraq? 

Could a disruption of the world’s 
oil supply lead to a worldwide 
recession? Has our senselessly belli- 
cose language and our callous disre- 
gard of the interests and opinions of 
other nations increased the global 
race to join the nuclear club and 
made proliferation an even more 
lucrative practice for nations which 
need the income? 

In only the space of two short 
years this reckless and arrogant 
Administration has initiated policies 
which may reap disastrous conse- 
quences for years. 

One can understand the anger 
and shock of any President after the 
savage attacks of September 11. One 
can appreciate the frustration of 
having only a shadow to chase and 
an amorphous, fleeting enemy on 
which it is nearly impossible to 
exact retribution.

But to turn one’s frustration 
and anger into the kind of 
extremely destabilizing and dan- 

erous foreign policy debacle that 
(s world is currently witnessing 
is inexcusable from any 
Administration charged with the 
awesome power and responsibili- 
ty of guiding the destiny of the 
greatest superpower on the plan- 
et. Frankly many of the pro- 
nouncements made by this 
Administration are outrageous. 
There is no other word. 

Yet this chamber is hauntingly 
silent.

And war must 
always be a last resort, not a first 
choice. I truly must question the 
judgment of any President who 
can say that a massive unpro- 
voked military attack on a nation 
which is over 50 percent children 
is “in the highest moral traditions 
of our country.” This war is not 
necessary at this time. Pressure 
appears to be having a good 
result in Iraq. Our mistake was to 
put ourselves in a corner so 
quickly. Our challenge is to now 
find a graceful way out of a box 
of our own making. Perhaps 
there is still a way if we allow 
more time.

Cruisers looking for a date. A car 
slows and a hooker hops up to the 
open window; moments later she 
looks behind her and calls out “Get 
the licence plate” before she hops in 
and leaves with the man. 

That was the scene in Edmonton's 
“strip” in the late ’70s. The laws 
were different then. Streetwalkers 
gathered on 104th and 105th Streets, 
along Jasper and 100th Avenues 
without any real fear of penalty. 
Police would benignly drive up toa 
group of gals, ask a few questions, 
maybe check a purse or two for 
non-prescription drugs and be on 
their way. Occasionally, a dignitary 
would be scheduled to visit 
Edmonton: the police would get the 
word out that we were to stay off 
Jasper Avenue for the night. And 
we would pass the word around 
obligingly. (We wouldn’t want 
important people from other places 
to know we had prostitutes in our 
town). 

[used to hang out with Denise, a 
gal in her mid-20s, who worked a 
strict eight-hour schedule six days a 
week. Knowing that she was street- 
wise and had her ear to the ground, 
the local constabulary often sought 
her out to “say hi” and ask her for 
information. 

Since Denise always met her 
clients on the street (in plain view of 
Edmonton’s good citizens), she was 
badgered from time to time to take 
her business indoors. The police 
preferred that she break the bawdy 
house laws rather than the loitering 
laws of the land. Besides: no one 
was ever prosecuted for running a 
small business at home. 

While Denise obliged her 
boyfriend, and kept her business 
away from their home, other gals 
took the advice to heart and handed 
out their home phone numbers to 
clients. The advent of cellular 
phones was a blessing to the indus- 
try. No longer did a call-girl need to 
be held hostage to the phone at 
home. She could go out, do things, 
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and return home when a john 
called. 

In recent years, I know of only 
one call-girl that police investigated 
for running a small, at-home, 
bawdy house, and they simply 
warned her that the next time there 
was a complaint, they would be 
charging her. The truth is, with 
licensed erotic massage parlours 
springing up in all areas of the City 
(43 at last count), the EPS can hardly 
hold accountable an individual who 
is plying her trade indoors without 
also charging the licensed establish- 
ments. 

About the time the laws changed 
in the early ‘80s, and “communica- 
tion in public for the purpose of 
soliciting” became a crime, escort 
agencies and massage parlours 
began to push for legitimacy. In the 
mid-'80s, a local massage parlour 
was busted for running a bawdy 
house, but charges were dismissed 
after the court discovered that tax- 
payers were on the hook when 
police paid informants to have sex 
with the employees of the massage 
parlour. After that scandal, police 
were leery about bringing forward 
similar charges. 

Consequently, in the City of 
Edmonton, we have seen a trend 
toward off-street prostitution. And 
the good news is that the sex-work- 
ers that work in the indoor venue 
are much safer than their on-street 
sisters. 

But an awful lot of prostitutes fall 
through the cracks. These women 
ply their trade in obscure places in 
an effort to avoid the police: they are 
the same women who end up miss- 
ing and dead. 

Councillor Janice Melnychuk 
wanted to take the idea of a zone cf 
tolerance to the public late last year, 
but the idea was poo-pooed by com- 
munity-league leaders. With the 
murders of two Edmonton area 
streetwalkers, there is a renewed 
interest in the movement. The tim- 
ing for the debate coincides with 
those in other cities across Canada. 
Finally, the country is awakening 
with a common goal to protect the 
most vulnerable in our society.

Accordionist Geoff Berner’s act no joke

IT WAS A STRANGE DOUBLE BILL: 
Corb Lund and accordionist Geoff 
Berner teaming up for shows that 
took them across Canada and sever- 
al east coast American cities.

pected. ; 

“T never had any kind of heckler 
problem, or beverage throwing 
problem,” Berner insists. “Corb had 
to put someone down in Winnipeg, 
when we were playing there. He 
wanted to fight Corb while Corb 
was playing. We found out later this 
guy’s girlfriend had just dumped 
him. He was trying to line up his 
body with his emotions.” 

“1 don’t wanna paint Corb as a 
violent guy, ‘cause he isn’t, and I 
mean, he was quite concerned about 
the guy’s well-being... afterwards. 
He gave him several warnings 
before he did anything, but, ah, he 
just planted him, yeah.” 

Berner will be back in Edmonton 
to show off his second album, We 
Shall Not Flag Or Fail, We Shall Go On 
To The End. Unlike his first EP, Light 
Enough to Travel, Berner lightens up 
on the all-accordion format to 
include vocal and instrumental parts 
from friends like Carmaig DeForest 
and Keith Rose, plus Samantha 
Parton and Frazey Ford of the Be 
Good Tanyas, who covered “Light 
Enough to Travel” on their Blue 
Horse album. It’s nearly impossible 
to describe the results: at times he’s 
surprisingly heartfelt (“Beautiful in 


My Eyes”); at other moments Berner 
mines the same uncomfortable vein 
of black humour as Randy Newman 
(“Porn Queen Girlfriend”). “I’m not 
doing it to make a pleasant mix,” 
jokes Berner. “The humor gets peo- 
ple going. It sets them up to be 
knocked down.” 

But what looks like shtick on the 
surface — a small, bald headed man 
ina suit with an accordion — might 
be something else altogether. While 
there is a great deal of humor in his 
songs, Berner seems to take a certain 
amount of delight in prodding his 
audience into a reaction. Just ask the 
mortified owners of the bookstore in 
Saskatoon, who were angry to dis- 
cover the amount of foul language 
and unseemly ideas in a typical 
Berner song. Or the inmates of a 
prison in Belgium, who were more 
amused than offended by Berner 
when he brushed off a prisoner’s 
remark about his accordion by say- 
ing “Well, at least I can leave.” 

‘And then there was the time three 
years ago or so at the south-side 
Sugar Bow]; Berner reamed out an 
audience member whose attention 
had wandered to a group of girls 
standing just outside the coffee shop. 
The two shouted casual insults back 
and forth through a chorus or so, 
until Berner felt he’d regained the 
attention of his audience and contin- 
ued with the song. 

“I was kinda tired, and only later 
did I realize that maybe I had taken 
it too far,” remembers the accordion- 
ist. “I was kinda cranky that day.” 
Of course, karma being what it is, 
that audience member is the writer 
of this article, a revelation that caus- 
es Berner to break into a fit of gig-

WENDY MCNEILL IS NOTHING IF NOT HONEST- 
ly original. Whether it’s the way she approach- 
es her intense and personal songs, the way she 
attacks a guitar — playing the instrument as a 
whole rather than just as a chunk of wood 
with six strings — or when she throws herself 
into a performance. 

That goes for putting together fund-raisers 
as well. Trying to raise dough to produce a 
new CD, McNeill, in typical fashion, has 
squeezed so much into her fundraiser this 
Saturday that there’s a concern that expenses 
may overwhelm the program's intent. 

“It’s one of those risks,” the exasperated, 
struggling musician explains. “Yeah, you 
might make money, but you might lose money 
too.” 

The show in question is to be built around a 
'40s film noir theme; part concert, part multi- 
media performance /art explosion, there'll be a 
stage filled with musicians and acoustic instru- 
ments, a dance number choreographed by and 
featuring McNeill, plus the launch of her new 
video effort, produced with the assistance of 
the folks at the Film and Video Arts Society. 

“They've been a really strong influence on 
me,” she says of her involvement with FAVA. 
“Ijust love the medium, so there’s going to be 
more of it incorporated in this show.” 

Planning to appear as a smoky torch singer 
through the number of costume changes dur- 
ing the evening’s festivities, she’s hoping the 
audience follows her lead. 





“Tm looking forward to having as many 
people as possible dress up; I think it'll put a 
positive spin on it. People can step out of the 
everyday and into something special.’ 

MacNeill has discovered that her songwrit- 
ing shares a lot with the’40s-noir spirit.

Sask. plays formative role for prairie punks; 
Kelly Joe Phelps longs for a little company 


FILMMAKER 
ESTEVAN, SASKATCHEWAN BAND 
Filmmaker continues to prove loca- 
tion isn’t everything. Unlike many 
cynical pigeonholers, the up-and- 
coming punk rock quartet sees com- 
ing from the home of Medicare as a 
point in their favour. 

“Coming from small town 
Saskatchewan gives the band a bit 
more character,” says Tristan 
Helgason, the band’s drummer. 
“When you listen to our record, you 
can tell that where we come from 
affects our songwriting.” 

However, this outlook on home 
wasn’t always as positive. During his 
youth, Helgason resented his roots. 

“T was like ‘Fuck Regina; this place 
sucks.’ I think, after traveling, [the 
band] found a new appreciation for 
Saskatchewan, and there’s nowhere 
else I'd rather live,” he says. 

It's obvious Filmmaker isn’t going 
to allow something as inconsequen- 
tial as geographical isolation prevent 
them from playing their brand of 
riffy, emo punk rock. In May of 2002, 
the band recorded its first full-length, 
An Invitation to an Accident, with pro- 
ducer Blair Calibaba (producer for 
God, By a Thread and Sum 41). Since 
its release, the album has garnered 
accolades from all over, and album 
tracks have been downloaded over 
55,000 times on MP3.com. 

Filmmaker’s momentum shows 
no signs of letting up, either. In 
between touring this week, the band 
is set to spend a few days ina 
Calgary studio recording two songs 
for a split 7” EP. They're also record- 
ing a track, written by singer /gui- 
tarist Carl Johnson, for a children’s 
compilation. And, the band’s enthu- 
siasm hasn’t waned either. Despite 
their hectic schedules, Filmmaker is 
something Helgason would like to 
continue doing indefinitely, as long 
as there's variety in their music.

D.RANGERS 
| CAUGHT MY FIRST GLIMPSE OF 
Winnipeg’s D.Rangers at the 
Dauphin Country Fest’s speciously 
named “alternative stage.” Lumped 
in among some of the worst rock 
cover bands ever assembled in one 
place, this shaggy quartet stuck out 
like a sore thumb, not just because of 
their bespectacled record-store-clerk 
looks, but for the fact that they gath- 
ered their stringed instruments and 
voices around a couple of micro- 
phones and let loose with gin-oo- 
wine bluegrass that seemed rather at 
odds with the slick radio-fodder 
booming from the main stage. 

Their self-titled debut, now just a 
year old, bears out their devotion to 
traditional country, though not 
without a dose of irreverence. The 
band members have adopted corn- 
pone monikers — Dink Jebkins, 
Eldon Maines, Dixon Mason and 
John T, Plumeray — and the liner 
notes elaborate a tongue-in-cheek 
mythology around the band, some 
of which centres on the “muck- 
bucket” bass Plumeray has fash- 
ioned out a washbasin. This is no 
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mandolinist Mason from a pit stop 
in Medicine Hat on the tour that will 
bring them to the Black Dog on Feb. 
28. “He’s not known to mince 
words.” 

Mason himself got his roots 
music anointing by chance, at a 
Winnipeg Folk Fe: after-party 
where he happened to straggle into 
ajam ion with Guy Clark and 
Townes Van Zandt. — 

“I played the best guitar I’ve ever 
played in my life, before or since,” 
Mason recalls. “That's still probably 
the highlight of my life so far.” The 
D.Rangers arose a while later, when 
Mason and Jebkins found the jam 
sessions at their shared abode ended 
up “with 12 guitar players and three 
hand drummers.” Mason took up 
mandolin and Jebkins banjo to 
sweeten the pot. Before long they 
added washtub bass and guitar and 
were learning traditional tunes, as 
well as studying the works of 
Jimmie Rodgers, Hank Williams 
and Bill Monroe. 

“We started out doing the exact 
same thing we're doing now, except 
a lot more poorly,” Mason remarks. 

nce compiled an 
ever-growing catalogue of original 
material to complement their reper- 
toire of standards, all of which 
the bare-bones esthetic of 
instruments and inter- 
twined harmonies.

If you are heading to the Yardbird

Hammondist Doug Riley (Dr. Music 
himself) and tenor E cophonist Pete 
Christleib (Louis Bellson, Woody 
Herman, the Tonight Show band) you 
know you're in for a treat.

HOUSE MUSIC HAS A LONG 
history in Edmonton — almost as 
long as the music itself. First leaking 
out from gay and gay-friendly clubs 
like the Roost, Flashback and the 
Dance Factory, in the past 18 years 
its sexy, funky, inviting groove has 
grown out from the underground to 
the mainstream. Before techno, 
before trance, before drum and bass, 
there was house. 

Its popularity stems from the fact 
that it has the most immediate 
impact on the heart and soul of 
uninitiated.dance-music listeners. It 
also shares the closest affinity to 
disco of any dance music. 
Discovering house music is fun, like 
finding out about a secret, cool party 
that no one has told you about. 
Everyone's having a fantastic and 
beautiful time, because everyone's 
sexy when house is on the decks. 
Don’t worry, you're invited: that’s 
the whole point of this article. 

DJ Remo Williams has four resi- 


dencies around the city. 
Wednesdays there’s Honey at the 
New City, Fridays he’s at Y, 
Saturdays see him at For Those Who 
Know at Halo with Junior Brown 
and Sundays it’s back at New City 
for Chocolate Sundaes. His easygo- 
ing nature seems to attract the party 
and good times. 

Why house? “The music I buy 
and play touches a part of my soul, 
though different tracks affect me dif- 
ferently,” he replies. “I feel that 
house music is full of emotion and 
depth. I also find that house has less 
boundaries than other styles of 
music.” 

House music also hits the heart of 
Tripswitch as well, who's always 
been into music. “I’ve always been 
buying records. I used to make a lot 
of mix tapes in high school, DJ at 
high school dances. The inception of 
DJ culture just clinched it for me,” he 
says. 

Tripswitch, along with Sweetz, 





hold down the fort Thursdays at 
Majestik, currently the most popular 
house night in the city. “It’s like a 
rave every Thursday night up in that 
mofo. People should come out 
because the music I play is always 
about having a good time and being 
happy. Plus, I buy tons of new tracks 
every week. I feel it’s a responsibility 
of the DJ to expose people to new 
music.” He makes his own music as 
well and shares a 12” with Spilt 
Milk on Foosh’s Capital City Funk 
label. 

For sheer drawing power, house 
music is king in Edmonton, but 
there’s been a bit of a lull lately. 
“When | first started clubbing,” 
recalls Remo, “everyone was pro- 
moting. People were bringing their 
friends out and mingling with 
everybody. You see a lot less of that 
today. People need to get more 
involved again.” 

Another problem is an age gap 
and many in Edmonton's scene are 
quite young. “Deep house is the 
sexy stuff’, says Tripswitch,of his 
favorite style. “For sexiness, on a 
scale of 1 to 10, it’s an 11. But it usu- 
ally takes an older, more mature 
audience to appreciate this style. The 
younger kids tend to want to hear

the banging, upfront house. And in 
Edmonton, the scene is quite 
young.” 

The banging style, however, can 
alienate some of the older people 
that show up at nights hoping to 
hear deeper stuff. In other cities, like 
Vancouver, Detroit or Montreal, it’s 
not unusual to see couples in their 
30s and 40s show up at a dance club. 
According to Remo, “Edmonton will 
be more sexy when she grows up. 
That's what being sexy is all about.” 

“1 think a lot of Edmontonians 

misunderstand house music,” says 
Junior Brown, main resident at For 
Those Who Know, Saturdays at 
Halo. “People like to think of house 
as “rave” music or confuse it with 
other forms of electronica. House 
music has been around since the 
early 80s. It’s not a trend and will be 
around for quite awhile. I personally 
feel that Saturdays at Halo offer a 
comfortable and unique atmosphere 
with a friendly attitude. It’s a place 
where people can escape from the 
regular and come experience a great 
vibe.” 

House music is not tied solely to 
Majestik or New City though. Junior 
Brown, Alvaro, Gabriel Francis, 
Yvo, Simon Locke, Nyala, Derelict 
as well as Ariel and Roel are just a 
few more DJs offering up house 
music on any given night in the city. 
Check our listings in the back of the 
magazine for any of the many clubs 
that make up this vibrant scene. 

But if you're looking for a special 
night to get acquainted with the 
sounds of house, look no further 
than Junior Brown's birthday party 
on February 22nd at Halo. Chicago 
house pioneer DJ Heather will be 
there, demonstrating her bumpir’, 

jumpin’ style. She has quickly 
become one of the scene’s most in- 
demand DJs and was voted as “Best 
Breakthrough DJ” at the 2002 Winter 
Music Conference in Miami.

Eastwood, quoted my University of 
Alberta colleague Bill Beard as saying 
“\'ve always been an authorist.” 

What Bill actually said was “I've always 
been an auteurist.” He probably assumed 
that the term would be familiar to. a gener- 
al audience, that most people would rec- * 
ognize this as referring to an interest in 
the comings and goings of filmmakers’ 
careers. The arts editor of the Globe and 
Mailclearly thought otherwise. 

Auteurism broadly refers to the “poli- 
tique des auteurs,” the author policy, that 
dominated French tilm magazine Cahiers 
du cinéma in the 1950s. It’s probably no 
coincidence that the strongest adherents 
to this policy were budding filmmakers 
themselves (Jean-Luc Godard, Francois 
Truffaut, Jacques Rivette — they became 
the backbone of the French New Wave). 
But when auteurism began to migrate 
westward, and when it began to be trans- 
lated into English, some important 
changes occurred. 

One was that it morphed into the 
“auteur theory.” Although auteurism’s 
main English-language proponent 
Andrew Sarris (who spent the 1960s writ- 
ing for the Village Voice and Film Culture, 
both in New York) made it clear that he 
meant auteurism to be a theory about 
how film history or criticism should be 
written, the term came to signify a sense, 
frequently fuzzy-headed, that a good 
director always had the same kind of con- 
tro! over a'film’s meaning that an author 
had over the meaning of a novel. 

Part of this morphing was due to the 
fact that in the 1960s, in Europe and 
North America, the idea of an international 
“Art Cinema” was generating wide inter- 
est. And you can't have art without artists, 
or authors. The desire of the Cahiers crit- 
ics to use an auteur policy to legitimate 
the discussion of Hollywood directors like 
Alfred Hitchcock was part of English-lan- 
guage auteurism as well. But popular 
conceptions of auteurism in North 
America often seemed more suited for 
high-minded and non-American filmmak- 
ers like India’s Satyajit Ray or Sweden's 
Ingmar Bergman. 

But auteurism is not valuable only for 
the way that it makes some Hollywood 
filmmakers seem le or makes 
pthc sib pers seem like 

romantic artists. It remains an 
invaluable mode of film criticism, partially 
for the kinds of unexpected insights it 
provide. |)

WITH A CRAPPY, GENERIC TITLE 
like Dark Blue, it’s hard to take Dark 
Blue seriously. It's so cheap and shit- 
ty, that title, such a rehash of familiar 
words and phrases without the ani- 
mating spark of originality, so easily 
misremembered as Deep Blue mere 
minutes after leaving the theatre. 
Perhaps you can see where I’m 
going with this. As points the title, 
so goes the film; Dark Blue is a pretty 
crappy movie. The commercials 
promise a cross between L.A. 
Confidential and Training Day, and 
that’s accurate, but the commercials 


don’t mention the slack-assedness of 
it all, the cheapness of its filming or 
the slightly desperate casting of its 
star, Kurt Russell.

It’s like Kurt Russell was the 
biggest star they could get, so the 
director kept screaming for more 
Kurt Russell just like Chris Walken 
screamed for cowbell on SNL. 
Rather than a performance, we geta 
lotta Kurt Russellisms, with his lack-

movie causes physical arousal like 
the food film. As far as viewing plea- 
sure goes, flics with a meal fetish are 
a ways behind the staples of sex and 
violence, but for uncontrolled saliva- 
tion, don’t underestimate the draw 
of titles like Big Night, Babette’s Feast, 
Eat, Drink Man, Woman, or even Last 
Supper. 

Some folks obsess about these 
films, renting them repeatedly, even 
holding themed dinner parties for 
which they prepare the featured 
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food. It’s like some sort of lavish, 
socially acceptable orgy where the 
tongue is as central to pleasure as it 
is at a swingers party. To whip up an 
obvious culinary metaphor, Dinner 
Rush (2001) is a masterfully prepared 
addition to the menu. 

Like Big Night, the film is mostly 
set in an Italian restaurant — this 
one in modern day New York. 
Danny Aiello stars as original owner 
and minor gangster (think bookie) 
Louis Cropa, a near-retirement age 
widower who finds himself at a 
crossroads. He finds out his partner 


was bumped off by gangsters who 
want a piece of the restaurant, his 
hot-shot chef son Udo (relative new- 
comer Edoardo Ballerini) wants to 
take over the business and chuck tra- 


_ dition for trends, another chef whom 


he loves like a son (Duncan, played 
by Band of Brothers cast member Kirk 
Acevedo) has wracked up serious 
gambling debts with the aforemen- 
tioned gangsters, and all Louis 
wants is to go legit and run a modest 
eatery. 

It’s an episodic ensemble film 
with a smorgasbord of characters 
and sub-plots, all centered in the 
bustling restaurant. The place is a 
hive of activity with a huge waiting 
list, difficult clientele (including a 
food critic played by Sandra 
Bernhard), fascinating staff (like the 
bartender who literally knows 
everything), and as many rivalries 
and sacred hierarchies within the 
kitchen as there are types of pasta. 

The place also guards secrets as if 
they were family recipes — gangster

Director Bob Giraldi, along with 
first time feature writers Rick 
Shaughnessy and Brian S. Kalata, 
keep a tight reign on the consider- 
able amount of stuff going on in the 
script and deliver an unexpectedly 
absorbing story at the right pace. 
The fascinating behind-the-scenes 
look at a trendy New York restau- 
rant aspect is dramatic and believ- 
able. Apparently Giraldi owns the 
restaurant where the film was shot, 
which would explain why the 
atmosphere is so vivid. 

The other reason is a strong cast 
exploring well-developed characters, 
particularly Aiello’s seasoned patri- 
arch. You'd never guess such a well- 
rounded (mostly) single-location 
movie about a restaurant could be 
shot in only three weeks. 

The DVD has the essentials 
(anamorphic widescreen, good com- 
pression, Dolby, close-captioning) 
but not much for extras beyond a 
trailer: this is a film that’s comfort- 
ably modest. 

More importantly, Dinner Rush 
has that personal touch — vital to 
both cooking and filmmaking — 
that teases the senses. You can 
almost smell the steam from the

The former Saturday Night Live 
point man gets full exposure in his 
first big post-TV role, where “full” 
includes several minutes of pasty, 
buck-naked streaking in addition to 
the rest of the scenes he dominates. 
Few comedians have mastered pres- 
sure cooker comedy — simmering 
embarrassment leading to explosive 
displays of angst — as well as 
Ferrell, so it’s little surprise that Old 
School director Todd Phillips (Road 
Trip) lets him wild ran with it. 

The movie pretty much becomes 
The Will Ferrell Show, which is not a 
bad thing if you want 90 minutes of 
continuous lowbrow laughs and 
nothing more. There aren’t really 
character arcs or much of a plot or a 
shred of logic to be found, just a 
loosely strung together succession of 
one-off jokes designed to fulfill the 
requirements of, and pay homage to, 
the frathouse party flic. 

Luke Wilson (technically) stars as 
Mitch Martin, a 30-year-old office 
jockey whose mature and responsi- 
ble life is shattered when he discov- 
ers his girlfriend's orgiastic infideli- 
ty. Shortly thereafter, his friend 
Frank (Ferrell) gets hitched against 
the knowing advice of Beanie (Vince 
Vaughn), the maritally restless mem- 
ber of the trio. When Mitch moves 
into a house on the University cam- 
he it’s time to recapture tae 

lory, at least according to his pals. 
Beanie —a fast talking manipulator, 
like most of Vaughn’s memorable 
characters — decides the solution to 


played by Jeremy Piven, who played 
a polar opposite party dude in 
charge of a frat full of misfits in PCU. 
Piven’s one of several recognizable 
actors, including Craig Kilborn and 
Juliette Lewis, wasted on underde- 
veloped roles. 

The movie briefly pursues the out- 
casts-become-cool-at-school-by- 
fighting-The-Man angle, but then 
meanders back to the guys’ relation- 
ship follies before climaxing in an 
inane competition where they must 
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give their all to save their frat. Ferrell 
crashes through the entire thing with 
so much self-sabotaging energy that 
when he aggressively kidnaps 
pledges, ruins a kid’s birthday party 
after tranquilizing himself, or sings 
off-key at a funeral, the series of 
vignettes become far better than Old 
School as a whole. 

Dreamworks is so confident of 
this approach that they‘ve already 
held something like four local 
advance screenings over the past 
two weeks to boost word-of-mouth 
tickets sales. Don’t think for a 
moment they haven't realized the

Four Kurosawa masterpieces enjoy big screen, new prints

WHEN AKIRA KUROSAWA‘S RASHOMON 
won the Golden Lion award at the 
1951 Venice Film Festival, its warm 
reception made critics at home sus- 
picious. If Westerners felt they 
understood it, it couldn’t possibly 
reflect Japanese culture and thus 
Kurosawa must have calculated his 
film to appeal to foreign tastes. This 
criticism dogged him for his entire 
career. 

Kurosawa’s response to his critics 
was simple, but it 
informs the entirety of 
his filmography, 
which spanned six 
decades and more 
than 30 films. He told 
an interviewer, 
“Human beings all 
share the same prob- 
lems. A film can only 
be understood if it 
depicts these proper- 
ly” 


= 


Like Shakespeare, 
whom he drew on 
repeatedly for inspira- 
tion, Kurosawa 
seemed to have an 
intuitive grasp of the 
universality of human 
struggles. Rashomon 
was the beginning of 
Kurosawa’s esteem in 
the west — not to 
mention a formative 
moment in the birth of 
world cinema — 
which carried on 
through films like 
Seven Samurai, 
Yojimbo, The Hidden 
Fortress, Kagemusha 
and Ran. His influence 
on western directors is 
incalculable, and 
when Kurosawa was 
having trouble finding 
money to make the 
epic Ran in early 
1980s, Francis Ford 
Coppola and George 
Lucas came to his aid, 
despite the master’s 


rookie error, he obsessively tracks 
the gun through the seedy under- 
side of the occupied city over the 
course of several sweltering summer 
days. When the gun is used ina 
series of crimes, the cop is increas- 
ingly guilt-stricken, even as he 
comes to understand that the perpe- 
trator he’s tracking isn’t so very dif- 
ferent from him. Shot in luminous 
black and white and with composi- 
tions informed by the director's 
painterly eye, Stray Dog evinces the 
director's control of every element in 
the frame, right down to the oppres- 
sive heat and torrential rain that fig- 
ure into the film’s stifling atmos-

times quadrupling his 
budget and shooting 
schedule. 

This weekend Metro Cinema pre- 
sents four of Kurosawa’s master- 
pieces — it's telling that he has more 
than four to his credit — in brand 
new 35mm prints.

Local design star Bretta Gerecke 
builds the intangible out of the physical 


PERMANENCE CAN BE INTIMIDATING. 

A couple of years ago, theatre 
designer Bretta Gerecke was asked 
to take ona project that would have 
seen many of her talents and aspira- 
tions brought full circle. Catalyst 
Theatre colleague Brenda McNicol 
invited Gerecke to design a summer 
house at Devil's Lake. The character- 
istically modest Gerecke declined 
the offer, feeling “scared and 
extremely underqualified.” 

Overcoming her initial reluctance, 
however, Gerecke eventually 
designed both the interior and exte- 
rior of the summer house. Two years 
later, the project successfully com- 
pleted, Gerecke often visits the 
MeNicol’s cabin. 

“It’s a great victory: they love it 
and use it all the time. It was scary to 
think of designing a house, some- 
thing that has to stay standing. I’m 
in the business of impermanence!” 

Perhaps — but the foundations 
Gerecke has laid over the past sever- 
al years have literally set the stage 
for some of Edmonton’s most mem- 
orable dramatic productions. One of 
the city’s most sought-after theatre 
designers, the resident designer for 
Catalyst Theatre has worked with 
many of the city’s theatre companies 
and The Edmonton Opera. She’s 
currently working on the upcoming 
Citadel production of Grease! and 
looks forward to touring with 
Catalyst again with The Blue Orphan. 

Her inventiveness is self-evident: 
her sets are crisp, clean and invested 
with mindful economy that uses sur- 
prisingly simple elements and mun- 
dane objects to achieve memorable, 
striking effects. Her designs invite 
and challenge audiences to partici- 
pate in the process of defining for 
themselves the reality of their the- 
atrical experience, simultaneously 


= breaking down conceptual walls 


and erecting figurative ones. 

She is about to add yet another 
credit to her already extensive pro- 
duction list as the set and lighting 


Einstein wrotehat although he 
didn’t know Haber all that well, it 
was a gift to spend even an hour in 
his company. Einstein also wrote

For Haber, the borders of his 
homeland were drawn not by politi- 
cians but by poets: Goethe, Brecht, 
Bach. Going so far as to be baptized 
in order to be accepted in Germany, 
Haber was, according to Thiessen’s 
dramatized Einstein, one amongst 
“the greatest threats in war... men 
without faith.”

She enjoys working with the chal- 
lenges presented by Einstein's Gift in 
the Maclab Theatre. “Being so close 
to the audience, we want to capital- 
ize on the intimacy of the thrust 
stage, but it requires us to be clear, 
specific and grounded.

It’s low 
tech, mini magic: lighting up from 
the floor, large buckets of blue water 
for the sea... it’s really a playground 
for imagination and as Einstein said, 
‘Imagination is more important than 
knowledge.’ 

In Gerecke, imagination and intel- 
lect seem balanced. Having complet- 
ed an undergraduate degree in inte- 
rior design at the University of 
Manitoba, Gerecke decided to take a 
year off before entering the Master's 
program in architecture at the U of 
M. “I wasn’t sure if that was really 
for me. I felt I needed something 
more immediate. Theatre was my 
first love and I wondered about mar- 
rying the two interests [theatre and 
design]. At the time, there was only 
one Master’s program in theatre 
design in the country, so I came here 
to the U of A. 

“At first I was uncertain about 
staying, but this city has such an 
interesting theatre community. It’s 
so vital — such a large group, so 
supportive and energized. I wanted 
to stay so that I could work with the 
people here.” 

It’s no surprise that Gerecke is 
reluctant to accept praise for her 
work, preferring to acknowledge the 
contributions and dedication of oth- 
ers. “This field is really about groups 
and not individuals. I really don’t do 
anything by myself. From the 
painters, the props people, the 
builders... there’s such a series of 
minds and hands that it passes 
through by the time a show hits the 
stage. Fhe people are key. It’s great 
to work on a show where the team is 
so talented and terrific.” Still, she 
says, “The set itself shouldn't stick 
out. It’s a success when people find 
it seamless. If you hear, ‘Yeah, I saw 
that show, but THAT SET!!!’ then 
it’s time to run away!” 

These days, work often means 
that Gerecke and her long time com- 
panion, actor and director James 
MacDonald, are drawn away from 

Edmonton, but this city remains 
home. Occasional trips to the cabin 
at Devil's Lake provide a welcome 
retreat; Gerecke considers herself 
“lucky to have such a great place to 
hang out, skate and make dinner.” 

For Edmonton and the city’s the- 
atre community, it would seem the 
luck is all ours.

LOOKING TO RAISE YOUR LEMOINE 
Quotient? Want to catch up on some 
Teatro La Quindicina bon mots you 
may have missed these past two 
decades? 

Now’s your chance. 

The popular and prolific play- 
wright and his thoughtful troupe of 
talented thespians are presenting 
Biting the Butterhorn, an eclectic retro- 
spective of works dating back all the 
way to ‘85. The 42-year-old play- 
wright says that by then his theatre 
was already a going concern, having 
been initially founded for the very 
first Fringe Theatre Festival in 1982 
(for which Lemoine had co-written 
All These Heels with Phil Zyp). 

He's written the odd thing since. 

In fact, the ever-eloquent, ever- 
productive playwright has 50 stage 
works to his name, five written in 
the last 14 months alone. The present 
show — “a variety of scenes, mono- 
logues and playlets that are self-con- 
tained,” says Lemoine — includes 
such past hits as The Vile Governess 
and Other Psychodramas, Neck- 
Breaking-Car-Hop, The Glittering 
Heart, The Book of Tobit, Connie in 
Egypt, The Lake of the Heart, Cocktails 
at Pam's and The Exquisite Hour, in 
addition to offerings from the slight- 
ly less familiar Soup of the Evening, 
The Gauntlet and The Portuguese

While the often-exotic locales and 
situations depicted in Lemoine plays 
are as varied as they are imaginative, 
a common thread runs through the 
super-sophisticated body of work: 
“Good looking people in period cos- 
tumes speaking in full ser s” 

“Part of it has alwa 
we re really fond of the look and the 
tone of that period [the 1930s to the 
1950s, when many of the plays are 
set] having grown up watching the 
movies of that era and liking the 
moral formal way they communicat- 
ed to each other then,” he explains. 
“You're also eliminating the prob- 
lems of the current day.” 

But as well-known as he is for 
detailed period scenarios and elevat- 
ed diction, Lemoine is way less of a 
research buff than you'd guess. In 
part it’s because “there's a certain

Lusting for freedom

OVER THE PAST 12 YEARS, JEAN GRAND 
Maitre has created story ballets for 
the great opera houses of Europe 
and worked with many of the best 
dancers, but in his experiences there 
are very few dancers he would call 
muses. Sabrina Matthews, the 
inspired ballerina dancing his new 
Carmen, is one of the remarkable 
few. 

Seemingly laid back on the eve of 
his World Premiere of Carmen in 
Calgary last week, Alberta Ballet's 
Artistic Director expresses his firm 
confidence in his lead dancer. 
“Sabrina has the unusual talent to 
see herself from the outside, to 
understand the philosophically 
overall picture of the piece while still 
paying attention to the smallest 
interpretive details with a kind of 
naivety and spontaneity,” says 
Grand Maitre. “I feel very free creat- 
ing with her. Sabrina never makes 
me feel like anything I try is too 


weird,” he laughs. 

More than a strikingly beautiful 
face — have you seen those gor- 
geous posters? — Matthews is a 
choreographer in her own right, 
with three of her own pieces in 
Alberta Ballet's repertoire and 
another to come later this season. 
Proving her versatility in this sea- 
son’s opener as the lovesick cowgirl 
in Agnes de Mille’s Rodeo and her 
brilliance in the contemporary work 
sans detour, by Dominique Dumais 
— if there’s anyone who can tackle 
Grand Maitre’s fiery flamenco- 
inspired choreography, Matthews is 
the one to do it. 

Based on the French novella by 
Prosper Merimee and the popular 
opera by Georges Bizet, Carmen is 
the story of a fiery Spanish gypsy 
who spurns her obsessive soldier 
lover for a flashy bullfighter. Set to 
Rodion Shchedrin’s Carmen Suite, 
an orchestration of music from the 
opera, the tale translates well into a 
one-hour story ballet. “The themes 
of passion, eroticism, allure, violence 
and the body as a source of power, 
this is all good for dance,” says 
Grand Maitre. “But classical ballet 


tends to be quite superficial. For my 
Carmen, I wanted to get over the 
clichés and tell Carmen’s story in a 
new way. 

“She is a woman rebelling against 
a patriarchal society. She has a real 
lust for freedom. She wants to think 
for herself — live free of ideology. 
That's a good thing to explore ina 
George Bush era.” 

Using a 70 foot semi-circular 
screen and multi-media projections, 
Grand Maitre has a created a mod- 
ern Seville for Carmen to conquer. 
With images and video projections 
of vigorous bullfights, Don Jose’s 
lustful fantasies filled with Carmen’s 
smoldering eyes and sensual lips, 
the thoughts and actions of the char- 
acters are powerfully brought to life 
in another layer of performance. 

Throughout rehearsals, the com- 
pany rose to Grand Maitre’s chal- 
lenge and worked hard to thorough- 
ly develop the characterization, “to 
build and build to the extreme 
obsessive madness in the climax of 
the piece and to take the audience 
through the metamorphosis in a 
believable and understandable 
way.”

MARIE BRASSARD LOVES TO TRAVEL. 


Even before she thought of becom- 
ing an actress, she wanted to see the 
world. 

I reach her in L.A. where she is 
performing Jimmy, the one-woman 
show she presents at Kaboom3 this 
week. How does she find L.A.?. 
“Well... I've never wanted a conven- 
tional acting career. Celebrity 
doesn’t interest me. I love pushing 
limits.” 

Her voice is youthful, but the 
sweetness seems to contrast with her 
impulse to conquer the unknown. 
As a matter of fact, it’s all that inter- 
ests her: pushing boundaries and 
seeing what lies behind, beneath and 
within. “T’ve never wanted to have a 
family. I wanted to see the world. 
I've always thought it was so fantas- 
tic to live on this planet. I'mvery 
curious.” 

So she’s gone around the world 
once with actor, director and film- 


maker Robert Lepage, working as an 


actor and collaborator on The 7 
Streams of the River Ota, The Dragon's 


Trilogy and Polygraph, to name a few. 
She attended the Conservatoire d’art 
dramatique de Québec at the same 
time as Lepage, and they pursued 
together the dream to innovate. “It’s 
important to be attuned to the time 
that we live in. Theatre is still very 
relevant and even essential, but it 
needs to be revitalized.” 

But has she never felt overshad- 
owed by her illustrious colleague? 

“All the contrary: I feel I’ve been - 
privileged to work with him. He's 
very audacious.” Besides, she says, 
“Tt was a chance of a lifetime. You 
think: this will never happen again.” 

But it is happening again. 

Jimmy, her first solo piece, has 
earned acclaim around Europe and 
America. In the past year, she has 
been to Munich, Brussels, Paris, 
Dublin, Glasgow... doing the show 
in French or English, whichever lan- 
guage accommodates the audience 
most. Her play has also been trans- 
lated in German and done by three 
different companies in Koln, Bremen 
and Gottingen. 

Jimmy started in 2001 as a half- 
hour opening act for the show of 
maverick Montreal writer-director 
Diane Dubeau. Eventually, the piece 
evolved into a full-length work pre- 
sented at the Festival de Théatre des 
Amériques, thanks to the support of 
festival director Marie-Héléne 


Falcon. With her encouragement, 
Brassard founded Infrarouge 
Théatre. “Marie-Héléne Falcon has 
been very supportive. She's the one 
who's pushed me and given me all 
these opportunities.” 

The story is set in the dreams of a 
dead general. Jimmy, a gay hair- 
dresser, is a product of his fantasies. 
Suspended in time for 50 years, he 
comes alive again in the dream of an 
actress. 

Brassard aims for innovation, not 
shock-value, although she acknowl- 
edges the best compliment she can 
get is when people tell her they’ve 
never seen anything like it before. 
It’s not that she shuns mainstream 
work — she’s been seen recently on 
Radio-Canada in the role of Francine 
Juneau, journalist, in the political 
satire Bunker — but she meticulously 
chooses the projects she works on, 
following her instincts. 

It’s the way she’s been working 
since the beginning. “I get inspired 
by anything: music, an image, an 
idea. It’s a very chaotic process. I 
draw from multiple sources. That's 
what's great about theatre: every- 
thing is possible.” 

She recognizes film has changed 
the way we listen to stories. Time 
and space are experienced different- 
ly. “You can’t avoid it nowadays. I 
like to recreate the intimacy of film 
in my work.” 

This explains her minimalist 
approach to acting. “It needs to be 
renewed, I don’t relate to histrion- 
ics.” But she doesn’t mind using 
technology, a trend that caught on 
strongly in Quebec, particularly in 
Montreal, where quite a few festivals 
have been born out of the attraction 
to new media. 

Her new piece, La noirceur, due to 
be presented in June at the Festival 
de théatre des Amériques, will be 
using technology again, of course, to 
modify the voices. Along with 
another actor and a musician, they 
are exploring the theme of darkness, 
ina literal and metaphorical way. 

“Ignorance is et that puz- 
zles me.” Not surprised by the com- 
ment, coming from this free spirit. 

How does Brassard feel about 
Canadian theatre? “There are no 
border limits regarding art. It’s all 
about individuals and their work. 
The only advantage Europe has over 
America is exposure. 

“They get to see everything from 
anywhere in the world. Creators 
need to be exposed to what's going 
on elsewhere and get stimulated by 
tea

SOMETHING OCCURRED TO ME AS 
I was walking down Jasper Ave.’s 
westbound lane last Saturday after- 
noon with thousands of other 
Edmontonians — the most I've seen 
on a downtown street in a long time 
— who think invading Iraq is a bad 
idea. When I dropped into the 
Edmonton Centre food court look- 
ing for a cuppa something warm, 
the tables were full of people from 
the march who were looking for a 
similar respite. This, it struck me, 
could be the key to downtown revi- 
talization. 

It would be nice to believe that 
this whole war business could just 
be called off, but there could be a 
whole lot more to march about in 
the coming months. This can only be 
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good for downtown merchants who 
need weekend business after fueling 
the downtown workforce through 
the week. It’s also good to see 
Edmontonians getting together 
under non-festival auspices to look 
one another in the eye and talk 
about important stuff. 

So even if the U.S. relents, maybe 
we should all meet downtown for 
lunch on Saturdays and discuss the 
legion of other things that stand in 
the way of justice, equality and 
leisure-time for all in this great land 
of ours. 

To that end, I’d like to suggest a 
few tucked-away downtown lunch 
spots with small but inexpensive 
menus and interesting, tasty and 
diverse food. 





YOU furwty® 


Latin Delights is on vacation 
right now, but when the owner gets 
back from Chile, sidle up to her 
island kiosk in the Boardwalk 
Market and sample the churrasco. 
It's a sandwich made with thin- 
sliced, grilled top sirloin, tomato, 
tender green beans and a dash of 
hot sauce on a homemade bun. It 
will run you under $5, and if you 
like beef, the time you spend eating 
it will be the most blissful of your 
day. 

The Spicey House is a more than 
decent Indian food outlet in the 
basement of Canada Place. Purveyor 
of samosas, curries and the occasion- 
al tandoori chicken special, this 
place delivers authentic flavour at 
low, low prices. My favourite deal is 
the chicken curry on rice for $4.50. 
You get a couple of plump chicken 
thighs simmered with tomatoes and 
whole spices until they’re falling 
apart, heaped over some basmati 
rice and served with curried chick- 
peas. Fiery hot sauce and creamy 
cucumber raita are provided free of 
charge. They also carry Sumol, the 
Portuguese equivalent of Orangina, 


which is dandy for quelling the 
spiciness. 

When I went up to order at the 
Whole in the Wall Café (10115 - 104 
St.), the tie-dye sportin’ chap behind 
the counter cocked a conspiratorial 
eyebrow at me. “You eat meat?” he 
half-whispered. “Oh yeah,” I said. 
“Have the calzone,” he counseled. I 
had the calzone, an enormous pas- 
try turnover with mozzarella baked 
on top, filled with tomato sauce, 
slices of Italian sausage and more 
cheese. Calzone filling usually needs 
to be sort of dry so as not to leak out 
while it’s cooking, but this one was 
rather saucy, ideal for mopping up 
with the golden-brown pastry shell. 
Sided with a sizable and nicely done 
Caesar salad, my eats came to $7.50. 
The café also has daily soup and 
sandwiches. (The soups were carrot- 
ginger and corn chowder the day I 
was in). Tables are few, but there’s a 
counter ringing the room, so it’s a 
good place to eat alone with the 
newspaper. Lots of bike couriers 
seem to like it. 

Saigon Givral (11005 - Jasper 
Ave) is a little further off the beaten

gay men who have deliberately sought 
out the virus.” Should be a big hit on the 
U.S. film fest circuit this summer. 

Still, there is an upside for gay groups 
and AIDS organizations in the media’s 
growing obsession with the bug chasing 
story: it draws attention away from a 
potentially more damaging story. That 
story? While only a tiny percentage of the 
roughly 17,000 new HIV infections in gay 
and bi men every year can be attributed 
to active bug chasing (less than 1% 
according to a study conducted by the 
UCSF AIDS Health Project), that means 
the other 99% can be attributed to — let 
me put this as nicely as | possibly can — 
gay male stupidity, recklessness, naiveté, 
and bad luck. And isn’t that a scandal in 
and of itself? Maybe not. On his Web site 
last week, Andrew Sullivan — the conser- 


"ative commentator, superstar webblog- 


ger, and HIV-positive gay man — con- 
templated the difficulties in lowering HIV 
transmission rates. “Let's say that sci- 
ence found treatments that reduced the 
rate of fatality from lung cancer due to 
smoking by, say, 80 per cent,” Sullivan 
wrote. “What would you predict would 
happen?” More people would risk smok- 
ing, of course, just as more people today 
are willing to risk HIV infection. 
“[Perhaps] we have to get used to a cer- 
tain level of HIV infection the way we have 
become used to herpes, and every other 
sexually transmitted disease which has 
affected mankind, gay and straight, for 
millennia?” 

Perhaps we should get used to a cer- 
tain level of HIV infection. Gay. men-are 
not going to stop having sex, after all, and 
sex can never be risk-free. What | can't 
get used to — what appalls me — is gay 
men recreating the kind of sex culture 
that opened the door for AIDS in the first 
place. 

Michael Callen, the late author of, uh, 
Surviving AIDS, blamed the early HIV epi- 
demic on the “rampant promiscuity” 
practiced by gay men in the 1970s. Never 
before had so many gay men had sex 
with so many other gay men — and 
Callen was no exception; by his own esti- 
mates, he had sex with thousands of 
men. “This level of sexual activity resulted 
in concurrent epidemics of syphilis, gon- 
orrhea, hépatitis, amebiasis, venereal

warts and, we discovered too late, other 
pathogens,” Callen wrote. “Unwittingly, 
and with the best of revolutionary inten- 
tions, a small subset of gay men man- 
aged to create the disease settings [that 
allowed AIDS to explode].” 

Today a small subset of gay men is 
busily re-creating those disease settings 
in backrooms, through chatrooms, and in 
sex clubs. The only difference between 
gay men in the whoring seventies and gay 
men today is that we can’t claim to be 
“unwitting” about the potential conse- 
quences. HIV may be less scary today 
than it once was, but if and/or when the 
next terrifying and/or deadly STD 
emerges (and my money's on when, not 
if), well, let’s just say that there won't be a 
tremendous amount of sympathy for gay 
men this time around. 

End of lecture. Back to you, SLUT: 
How do you know when you're being a 
slut? That's a tough one. Sluttiness, like 
pornography, can be hard to define. And 
I'm not opposed to sluttiness per se. As 
one letter writer pointed out in last week's 
column, | met my boyfriend of eight years 
under somewhat slutty circumstances. 
What can | say? I’ve had some slutty sex- 
ual adventures in my life and | intend to 
have a few more before | drop dead. Still, 
| think it's possible — or imperative — to 
make a distinction between doing some- 
thing slutty every once in a while and 
doing something slutty every damn day.

The great marijuana debate extends 
to the laboratory of loving 


| MAY HAVE MENTIONED THIS BEFORE, 
but my first real boyfriend was a nar- 
cotics salesman. (Sounds so much bet- 
ter than dope dealer don't you think?). 

Besides the steady drug supply, the 
one thing | loved about that relationship 
was the sex. He was older and had been 
with a few women older than himself 
who had taught him a thing or two. As a 
newbie, | was happy to benefit from his 
experience. When things started falling 
apart, | was reluctant to give up the sex, 
but because | was falling out of love, it 
became harder to get in the mood. 

Pot helped. 

In fact, it got to the point where 
smoking a joint was the only thing that 
got me in the mood. | loved sex while 
stoned — it felt all floaty and connected 
and it transcended me to the happy 
place. 

| don't smoke much anymore, 
though | still enjoy the occasional tran- 
scendent indulgence. A few puffs can 
make a dull party amusing. If I'm feeling 
awkward and anti-social, it can make 
me chatty and witty. (Well, | think I'm 
terribly witty anyway). 

And unlike alcohol, pot tends to 
enhance my senses, rather than dull 
them. 

Obviously, not everyone has the 
same reaction. | have friends who get 
right stupid on pot, or who become 
paranoid and anti-social. Others simply

fall asleep. 

But I’m not the only one who thinks 
pot makes a decent sexual enhancer. 

Marijuana has been used as an 
aphrodisiac for thousands of years. The 
ancient Indian Ayurvedic medicine sys- 
tems used cannabis to increase libido, 
produce long-lasting erections, delay 
ejaculation, facilitate lubrication and 
loosen inhibitions. Some Tantric sex 
practitioners drink a substance called 
bhang — a sort of spiced marijuana 
milkshake — to enhance the sexual 
experience. According to one source, 
Indian prostitutes ingest bhang sherbet 
to help them feel sexually aroused. In 
19th Century Serbia, female virgins 
were given mixtures of lamb's fat and 
cannabis on their wedding night to 
make sex less painful. Many Middie 
Eastern and Northern African cultures 
have used cannabis for sexual purposes 
in a potent form known as kif as recent- 
ly as the early 20th Century. 

So what is it about weed that turns 
people on? 

Besides the obvious — heightened 
sensation, relaxation and a feeling of 
hyper connectedness — there are also 


physiological effects. Along with 
increased heart rate, changes in blood 
flow and respiration, “Neurochemistry, 
hormonal systems, and brain regions 
such as the temporal lobe are affected 
by both marijuana and sexual arousal,” 
writes Terry Necco in Cannabis Culture 
Magazine. 

That's because THC (delta-9- 
Tetrahydrocannabinol), the active ingre- 
dient in pot, not only releases dop: 
in the brain — causing the “high” — it 
replicates the effects of a sexy little nat- 
urally occurring neurochemical, called 
anandamide. 

But pot doesn’t always make sex bet- 
ter. For some people, it has the oppo- 
site effect. Ascetics, monks and others 
have used marijuana to free themselves 
of sexual desire. Instead of connecting 
them to their bodies, sexual desires, or 
other people, pot helps them meditate. 
And certainly for some regular folk, it’s 
tough to focus on coming when your 
mind is busy contemplating the mean- 
ing of life. 

The sexual effects of smoking also 


long-term marijuana use can result in 
low motivation, including the motivation 
to have sex 

And whereas some folks report an 
increased libido — in one study, men 
said they achieved bigger, harder erec- 
tions, while women said they became 
wetter and were more able to achieve 
orgasm when stoned — others may 
report an inability to sustain an erection. 

Itis commonly believed that smoking 
Marijuana causes reproductive system 
damage, having an effect on testos- 
terone production and other hormones 
(which, in turn, can affect fertility, men- 
Struation, and erectile functions, among 
other things) because cells within the 
reproductive system are very high in 
fat, and thus absorb and hold more THC 
than do most other cells in the body. 
(Apparently, in some cases, male pot 
smokers have developed man boobs 
because of localized fatty deposits.) 

Pot prohibitionists like to haul out the 
“pot will lower your sperm count” argu- 
ment, though research on this produces 
conflicting results. One study that was

depend on the person's tolerance 
drug. A couple of tokes may get one 
person in the mood (and keep ‘em there 
before, during and after the act), while 
another user may need to get really 
high in order to feel a heightened sexual 
awareness. 

Of course, as with anything, you can 
have too much of a good thing. Heavy, 


widely reported a few years back sup- 
posedly proved sperm count reduction 
as a result of marijuana exposure. 
Turns out it was a study done on sea 
urchins, not humans. How they got 
those little sea urchins to inhale, one 
can only guess. 

The National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws (NORML), 


on the other hand, cites study upon 
study indicating that those lower sperm 
count levels return to normal once mar- 
ijuana consumption had ceased. 

One of the most controversial topics 
surrounding marijuana, though, is its 
use during pregnancy. 

It's no surprise that the US govern- 
ment, with a history of “Just Say No” 
campaigns, trades on scare tactics. 
Most official propaganda, er, research 
by the National Institute on Drug Abuse 
(NIDA), for example, indicates low birth 
weight and developmental problems in 
babies born to women who used mari- 
juana during pregnancy. 

However, while experts generally rec- 
ommend against any prenatal drug use, 
the folks at NORML reference recent 
National Academy of Sciences work, 
saying, “Marijuana has little evidence 
implicating it in fetal harm, unlike alco- 
hol, cocaine or tobacco. 
Epidemiological studies have found no 
evident link between prenatal use of 
Marijuana and birth defects.” 

In fact, one study of Jamaican 
women who had smoked pot through- 
out pregnancy found that their babies 
actually registered higher on develop- 
Mental scores at the age of 30 days, 
while experiencing no significant effects 
on birth weight or length. 

So put that in your pipe and smoke 
it.
